Giving them notice of it ſome time before hand, that they may not 
excuſe it by want of warning. And let them be admoniſhed to come 
to St. Maries on the Sunday mornings in Term afterwards in Habits 
required: Which is according to the Oath at the time of their. firſt 
taking their Degrees. 

That you would admoniſh all Batchelors of Arts to wear their 
Hoods at the ſame times at St. Macies, under the Penalties of the 
Statute. And let them know that the Gallery keepers ſhall have ex- 
preſs orders to admit none into the Gallery without their Hoods, 
And further that I ſhall deſire the Proflors and Pro- Froctors to ex- 
act penalties of ſuch as after this warning ſhall neglo& to appear in 
their Hoods and Caps at ſuch times,
